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The Dumbest Bribery Conviction 
in California History? 

Mission Viejo lawyer faces 35 years for helping a client get charges dropped—and didn’t earn a dime 


V eteran Orange County crimi¬ 
nal defense lawyer Lawrence 
Anthony Witsoe closed his eyes 
and remained 
motionless late 
Tuesday afternoon 
as a court clerk read 
a series of guilty 
verdicts against him 
in what could go 
down as one of the 
dumbest bribery 
convictions in Cali¬ 
fornia history 
FBI bribery 
probes 

usually capture greedy, self¬ 
ish characters, and yet more 
than a week of evidence and 
testimony inside Santa Ana’s 
Ronald Reagan Federal Court¬ 
house repeatedly underscored 
that the low-key Witsoe 
doesn’t fit the mold. 

In 2009, the Mission Viejo- 
based lawyer orchestrated a quid 
pro quo deal in which Phoenix 
businessman Wayne Gillis, a 
client facing criminal assault 
charges, secretly paid $2,500 
to get Aaron Scott Vigil, a Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
(DEA) task-force agent, to lobby 
local prosecutors for a dismissal 
by falsely claiming Gillis was a 
confidential informant deserving 
of special treatment. Vigil made 
three dishonest efforts to aid Gil¬ 
lis. Money changed hands. Gillis 
got his charges dropped. 

Witsoe? 

He didn’t ask for or receive a 
nickel in the conspiracy, a monu¬ 
mental fact that gives credibility to an argu¬ 
ment by Witsoe defense lawyer Ken Julian, 
who told the jury his client’s motives were 
solely to aid Gillis because he thought he 
was being railroaded in an overblown John 
Wayne Airport head-butting incident. 

Witsoe had no idea his bribery option 
prompted an offended, suspicious Gillis to 
hire a second attorney before contacting 
the EBI, then recording damning conver¬ 
sations that proved to be the meat of Tues¬ 
day’s convictions won by federal prosecu¬ 
tors Rob Keenan and Jennifer Waier. 

I’m not usually sympathetic to excuses 
for knowing and willful felonious con¬ 
duct, but I can’t recall an adult defendant 
risking so much, gaining nothing for him¬ 
self, and then facing what is likely to be 
a trip to federal prison given that jurors 
found him guilty of committing four 
crimes. As sheriff-turned-inmate Mike 


Carona can attest, U.S. District Court 
Judge Andrew J. Guilford rightfully finds 
no amusement in public corruption. 

For his role in the crime. Vigil—a one¬ 
time Rialto police officer—won a lone 
conviction for conspiracy to commit 
bribery. Jurors couldn’t reach unanimous 
verdicts against him on other counts. 

His lawyer, Michael D. Schwartz, argued 
during closing statements that the DEA 
special agent didn’t lie for Gillis in hopes 
of receiving a bribe, but rather to convert 
the temperamental businessman he’d 
never met or spoken with into a narcot- 
ics-world spy in Arizona. 


Though delivered with passionate 
sincerity by Schwartz—a superbly gifted 
lawyer who also represents one of the 
Fullerton cops who beat Kelly Thomas 
to death—it’s unlikely the jury of eight 
women and four men, who ultimately 
went easier on the disgraced narcotics 
officer, fell for that laughable pitch. Vigil 
may have benefited from the fact that, for 
whatever reason, the FBI investigation 
focused almost entirely on capturing the 
defense lawyer. 

So while Witsoe (who faces a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 35 years) and Vigil (who 
could get five years in prison) await their 
Sept. 9 sentencing, there’s one lingering 
criminal-justice-system question. 

After Vigil made his first deceitful call 
to sway prosecutors inside the Orange 
County district attorney’s office, the 
FBI got Dan Hess, a DA supervisor, to 


call the DEA agent and quiz him about 
his imaginary contacts with Gillis. A 
worried Vigil relayed his fears about 
the Hess call to Witsoe, who then— 
again, without knowing he was being 
recorded—told Gillis, “Mum’s the word” 
because if anyone outside of the con¬ 
spiracy learned of their conduct, they’d 
all be in “deep yogurt.” 

Witsoe also said this: “Normally, we 
don’t have a problem.” 

Normally? 

Does that statement mean Orange 
County courthouses have a bigger public- 
official-bribery problem than we know? 


KNOTT'S BERRY FARM 
TICKET SCAM UNRAVELED 

A federal grand jury this month indicted 
two Southern California rappers with 
ties to Long Beach and Canoga Park for 
operating an identity-theft ring that sold 
discounted Knott’s Berry Earm tickets 
through Craigslist ads. 

Claiming they were “legit” in the 
ads while using fake names, Lamarr T. 
Ramsey and Herbert Robert Thursby 
were clueless that their criminal con¬ 
spiracy attracted the attention of an 
undercover, cybercrime squad at the FBI, 
according to court records. 

Prosecutors claim the duo purchased 
more than 110 stolen credit cards online, 
used the information to buy tickets to the 
amusement park, and then sold substan¬ 
tially discounted tickets to the public. 

In August 2012, an FBI agent 


responded to the ad, ordered six tickets 
for $120 and met Thursby in a Buena Park 
Walgreen’s parking lot on Beach Bou¬ 
levard, close to the entrance of Knott’s 
Berry Farm and Soak City. 

Thursby (a.k.a. “Gotti”) didn’t know 
an FBI surveillance team filmed the 
transactions and agents used the ticket 
information to trace the credit card used 
in the $405 purchase to a Simi Valley 
women, who was unaware her data had 
been compromised. 

An FBI report outlines how agents 
also easily traced Internet Protocol 
(IP) addresses tied to the fraudulent 
transactions (which also 
included airline ticket 
purchases and gift deliver¬ 
ies to inmates) and claims 
the information lead them 
to Ramsey and Thursby, 
who’d apparently made 
futile efforts—such as 
using an unwitting friend’s 
home Internet server—to 
mask their identities. 

According to court 
records, the alleged swin¬ 
dlers made as much as 
$2,000 per day and will 
face Assistant United 
States Attorney Douglas F. 
McCormick in a scheduled 
five-day trial set for July 2 
in federal Judge Cormac J. 
Carney’s courtroom. 

UNUSUAL 
COURT REQUESTS 

Leon Draper, an accused 
bank-fraud defendant await¬ 
ing trial for alleged financial 
shenanigans involving a 
Fountain Valley gas station and car wash, 
is out of custody on $10,000 bond. As 
with all pretrial criminal defendants. 
Draper had to surrender his U.S. passport, 
but he wants it back for an unusual rea¬ 
son. He intends to fly to Kuwait at the end 
of the month to sell two expensive, exotic 
Savannah cats, each of which can be val¬ 
ued at $20,000 or more. 

On May 14, the defendant’s taxpayer- 
funded defense lawyer promised Judge 
Guilford her client would stay in the Mid¬ 
dle East only long enough to get the cats 
through customs; he would then immedi¬ 
ately return to Orange County. 

Puzzled about the rush for the overseas 
trip, Guilford said no.

"This reclamation by Anglo 
monolinguals of the Spanish language itself 
is indeed a fashionable act—there is some¬ 
thing oddly chic and cool about embracing 
the stereotype of ignorant gringo," Schwartz 
writes. And full disclosure—he was kind 
enough to cite this columna in his piece, 
which we find awesome-o!

Cities that 
hadn’t already banned 
storefront dispen¬ 
saries began doing 
so, and raids and 
property seizures 
in Orange County 
quickly mounted, 
first in Costa Mesa 
and South County, 
then Anaheim and 
Santa Ana. 

On May 6, 
the California 
Supreme Court 
upheld Riverside’s 
ban on dispensaries, 
effectively stating 
that any city in the state 
that wanted to prohibit 
such clubs were free to do 
so. By the time that ruling 
came down, you’d be hard put to find a 
single storefront in Orange County, with

the exception of a handful in Santa Ana 
and Garden Grove, the latter of which 
ordered all dispensaries to shut down by 
May 14 or face immediate raids and fines 
of $1,000 per day. 

“I’ve heard rumors the city will be 
sending out the SWAT Team,” says Marla 
James, president of the Orange County 
chapter of Americans for Safe Access, the 
nation’s largest medical-marijuana activ¬ 
ist group. “They will be arresting people.” 

James works for Patient Med-Aid, a 
dispensary that was the focus of a fea¬ 
ture story last year (see “Sick Enough to 
Smoke,” Nov. 21, 2012). At the time, the 
club operated in Anaheim, but it had to 
move after city officials collaborated with 


federal drug authorities to threaten land¬ 
lords who rent to dispensaries, including 
an Iranian-American couple who stand 
to lose a $1.5 million retirement property 
because of $37 worth of medical pot pur¬ 
chased by an undercover cop at a since- 
shuttered tenant-collective. Now, Patient 
Med-Aid operates in Sunset Beach, 
although its future is uncertain. “We’re 
working with the city to find a location in 
an industrial zone,” James explains. “But 
I have to say it’s a bitch to find a landlord 
who will rent to us.” 

Although the era of storefront pot 
collectives seems to have drawn to a dra¬ 
matic close, those businesses aren’t shut¬ 
ting down without a fight. Congressman 
Dana Rohrabacher (R-Huntington Beach) 
has introduced a bill that would force 
^the federal government to stop 
interfering in states that 
have legalized marijuana 
for medical or recre¬ 
ational purposes. On 
May 13 in River¬ 
side, Democratic 
Party activists 
passed a reso¬ 
lution call¬ 
ing for state 
legislators 
to draw up 
regulations 
that would allow 
dispensaries to 
operate legally. 

Paul Lucas, an OC- 
based activist, says he 
tried to get 35 members of 
the county’s Democratic 
Party central commit¬ 
tee to call for a Cannabis and 
Hemp Caucus but fell short by 15 
names. “The unfortunate truth is that 
even with [Lieutenant Governor] Gavin 
Newsome coming out to support full 
legalization. Democrats are squishy about 
this issue mostly due to not knowing the 
facts and the fear of being seen as soft on 
crime,” Lucas says. 

One such Democrat would be Garden 
Grove’s Bruce Broadwater, whose son 
struggled with drug addiction and who 
has often attacked medical marijuana as a 
gateway drug. “What I hear from Mayor 
Broadwater is that dispensaries are full 
of kids who come in for pot,” James says. 
“We don’t have kids coming in to our 
dispensary; we have adults. We give mari¬ 
juana away to people with really severe 
diseases. When the city shuts down the 
dispensaries, the gang members will sit 
out front and wait for patients to come up 
and start dealing. It will bring that crimi¬ 
nal element back to Garden Grove. You 
don’t want a 68-year-old lady with cancer 
dealing with a cartel in a back alley, but 
it’s going to end up that way.”

Schipske grew up in what was left 
of this Long Beach, a city that people 
variously strain to remember, struggle 
to imagine, find themselves yearning for, 
regard as a Golden Age, hold up as the 
standard the city should strive to meet 
again. She was born in the Naval Hos¬ 
pital, nowadays known as the Veterans 
Administration Hospital. She was bap¬ 
tized at St. Lucy’s Catholic Church on the 
west side of town, the one in which her 
parents were married, not far from Sil¬ 
verado Park, where they had their recep¬ 
tion. Her family shopped on Pine Avenue 
when it was the center of a retail district 
full of department stores and specialty 
shops. She read the Independent and 
Press-Telegram. Schipske is proud of her 
deep Long Beach roots and delights in 
dropping the names of the architectural 
masterpieces, historic people, landmark 
places, unique traditions—the icons, so 
many long gone, but some still around— 
that gave context to the milestones her 
life was passing, that opened up options 
and encouraged her to focus on the 
future she would inhabit. 

“I’ve known I wanted to be in poli¬ 
tics—to be an elected official—since I was 
voted student-body president of my high 


school,” declares Schipske, whose desire 
has always been obvious, but whose Elec¬ 
tion Day results haven’t been so gratifying 
... until recently. Schipske has been run¬ 
ning for political offices—mostly among 
assorted state assembly and congressional 
districts—since 1988, and after being 
crushed by Orange County Republican 
Congressman Dana Rohrabacher in the 
2002 edition of his biannual Waltz Back 
to Washington, her record as a final¬ 
ist was 1 win and 5 losses. Since then, 
however, Schipske’s neighbors in Long 
Beach’s Fifth District have twice elected 
her to represent them on the City Coun¬ 
cil—by a nail-biting margin in 2006, then 
via landslide in 2010. 

Was that a referendum on Schipske’s 
solid Our Town background? Or was 
there something in her resume, Schip¬ 
ske’s chronicle of her various jobs and 
responsibilities—with the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency, as the City of Long Beach’s 
first public-information officer, regis¬ 
tered nurse, attorney, author of three 
books about Long Beach history, as a 
member of the California Medical Board, 
as head of the Orange County Democrat 
Party, as a foster parent, as the adoptive 
parent of three now-adult children, as a 
grandmother—that reads as though Jack 
Kerouac helped her with it? Schipske’s 
about to find out. 


On March 21, she launched her cam¬ 
paign for mayor. The primary election 
is next April, and if she gets more than 
50 percent of the votes in that primary, 
Gerrie Schipske would be the mayor of 
Long Beach ... meaning, therefore, that 
Gerrie Schipske would be the first openly 
gay mayor of Long Beach... because ... 
inasmuch as ... basically... as we have 
all known, probably since we have known 
of her, Gerrie Schipske is gay. 

Why does all that feel so weird to say? 

Maybe because we haven’t had 
any practice? 

My first conversation with Schipske 
was in October 2002, a month before her 
Election Day mismatch against Rohra¬ 
bacher. We met in her campaign head¬ 
quarters, a rented office on the fringe 
of an old Long Beach shopping center, 
directly above a beauty college. We went 
into a windowless room, sat on metal 
folding chairs and talked—starting with 
topics suggested by my questions, then 
traveling along some tangents until we 
arrived at some of her talking points. The 
central theme was how Schipske’s cam¬ 
paign—despite less-than-l-percent losses 
to congressmen Steve Kuykendall in 1996 
and Steve Horn in 2000—was being finan¬ 
cially abandoned by the Democratic Party 
and its PACs, and thus not considered for 
endorsements by traditionally supportive 
organizations because of a bipartisan 
redistricting deal among California leg¬ 
islators to protect incumbents. The con¬ 
versation touched on oil drilling, health 
and education, automotive-fuel efficiency, 
job creation, terrorism, sewage treatment, 
and the number of flights at Long Beach 
Airport. Lesbians, gays and bisexuals 
were mentioned, but in most cases, their 
issues were covered by larger umbrellas. 

Schipske never mentioned she is a 


lesbian. I didn’t ask her about it. I never 
mentioned I’m a straight male. She didn’t 
ask me about it. 

It’s been the same for the past 11 years, 
with only two exceptions that come 
to mind. Two years ago, when public 
opinion seemed to take the side of Rob¬ 
ert Garcia—Long Beach’s other openly 
gay council member—in a difference of 
opinion with Schipske over the naming 
of a downtown square that’s now called 
Harvey Milk Park, Schipske quipped, “I 
hope they don’t revoke my gay card.” And 
early this year, when the opening of the 
Historical Society of Long Beach’s exhibi¬ 
tion, “Coming Out In Long Beach,” drew 
a large number of elected officials, Schip¬ 
ske observed, “At one time, politicians 
couldn’t be seen with us; now, they can’t 
be seen without us.” 

I’m not saying Schipske is somehow 
hiding who she is. She has lived openly 
with her partner, Flo Pickett, for 33 years, 
raising three children and now doting on 
a 3-year-old granddaughter. 

I’m not saying Schipske is not a pas¬ 
sionate, vigilant, creative and proud 
force for LGBT equality, protection 
and opportunity. 

What I’m saying is I—or anyone else— 
don’t have any right, qualifications or 
desire to say anything for Schipske. 

But the label of Long Beach’s First Gay 
Mayor is around the corner, and the com¬ 
bination of Schipske’s run for mayor and 
this weekend’s Long Beach Lesbian and 
Gay Pride festival seems as though it’s the 
time for it to start. On Sunday morning, 
Schipske’s campaign trail is actually going 
to merge with the Pride Parade route, as 
Schipske rides a fire engine in the 1-mile 
parade down Ocean Boulevard. And it’s 
a fitting crowning of sorts for Schipske.

She was gay when gay wasn’t cool, hav¬ 
ing homophobic smears hurled at her in 
campaign mailers and fliers during her 
initial efforts to win elected office, as well 
as listening to local “experts” opine that 
she couldn’t be elected in the city’s Fifth 
Council district. 

Instead, she was elected—and re¬ 
elected. During her two terms in office, 
she didn’t pander to gay voters and 
instead handled her council job by 


the benefit of going to college. They had 
political views, but they expressed them 
around the kitchen table. My mom regis¬ 
tered voters to make a little extra money 
for the house. On Election Days, our 
house was a polling place. They made sure 
we were involved in sports and scouting— 
I was a Girl Scout for 12 years.... 

Maybe the biggest influence was the 
Sisters of St. Joseph, who taught me from 
first to eighth grades when we were in 
Orange County. They have a wonderful 
social-justice program. They got it out 
there that we are supposed to do.... 



addressing issues on the merits and 
calling things as she saw them. She 
didn’t shrink in silence if she believed 
the incumbent mayor and his council 
allies were wrong (including on an 
attempted parcel property tax that she 
helped derail). 

Now that she’s announced a mayoral 
run, incumbent Mayor Bob Foster (who 
hasn’t announced his future plans) 
apparently wasn’t big enough to include 
Schipske in a photo-op timed for the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s arguments on Propo¬ 
sition 8. Foster’s office issued a media 
release pretending LB’s first openly les¬ 
bian and second openly gay elected offi¬ 
cial didn’t exist. (Dan Baker was first.) 

So when Schipske learned about the 
raising of a Pride flag at City Hall, she 
simply showed up, paying tribute to 
actions in Washington. The release from 
the mayor’s office explicitly included Gar¬ 
cia as part of the event, but neither one of 
them acknowledged Schipske’s presence.

Perhaps the most unfathomable aspect of 
Schipske is how the hell she has done and 
continues to do so much after getting the 
ball rolling by working for the CIA read¬ 
ing intelligence reports on the wars in 
Southeast Asia. 

OC WEEKLY: Who taught you how to 
do this? Or did it come naturally? And is 
it satisfying? 

GERRIE SCHIPSKE: My parents were 
always doing something but didn’t have 


I guess it’s a combination of things, 
although I do think being first born 
makes you more responsible.

And then 
at the end, it doesn’t mean that people 
are going to treat you better. And maybe 
it creates another misconception about 
you, makes things more complicated, 
emphasizes the sense that you are differ¬ 
ent, that you are stigmatized.

[In the CIA,] I was work¬ 
ing in top-secret situations and politically 
sensitive areas, and I didn’t—I couldn’t— 
let anybody know who I was, and that 
kind of circumscribes your life a little 
bit. It narrows your circle, forces you 
to change your pronouns when you’re 
talking about what you’ve done over the 
weekend. That does have an impact. I’d 
make a wonderful spy. That is part of liv¬ 
ing in the intelligence community, where 
everything isn’t what it appears to be. 
Those of us who are older, this newfound 
openness and tolerance has come later in 
our lives. This wasn’t always there. That 
has an impact. You’re very careful about 
what you do. 

Perhaps you’ve been very careful, but it 



doesn’t seem to have stopped you from 
doing very much. You mentioned being 
older, but it seems that, politically, you are 
accomplishing more than ever—in terms 
of constituent service to your district, in 
terms of this run for mayor. 

I think I’m doing four times what some¬ 
body else would do, making sure I know 
every fact on an issue instead of winging 
it. People start appreciating that. They 
say, “She knows what she’s talking about, 
she seems to do her homework, she’s fair, 
and”—this part is very funny—“she’s very 
liberal.” I just laugh. I go, “Where did you 
get that?” It’s not a bad thing, but I think 
the assumption is that if you’re—well, 
a newspaper once called me the “lib¬ 
eral lesbian lawyer from Long Beach.” 


[Laughs.] Like, if you’re gay, you must be 
this way or that. 

Fact remains, like everybody else, we’re 
all different. Every community has a 
spectrum of people who are different— 
they’re not all the same. That, for me, has 
been the hardest to get across to people. 
But I think I’ve successfully done that.... 

I think that’s why I’ve been re-elected 
in that district. People say, “Okay, you’ve 
told us about that. Now what about the 
issues? How can you get my sidewalk 
fixed? Are you going to make sure the 
budget is balanced?” That’s where peo¬ 
ple’s real lives are, for the most part.... 

I’ve never made a point of taking my 
personal life and putting it in people’s 
faces. Not that I’ve denied it. That may be 
a difference, too. The other thing I get— 
they haven’t said it, but I feel it—is “If 
she’s this open about who she is, we can 
trust her.” I think that’s important. 

You said you knew you wanted to be in 
politics when you were a high-school 
senior. Did you have any idea that being 
lesbian might preclude that? 

I didn’t realize I was gay until I was about 
21.1 just had a bigger focus. Started out 
wanting to go to medical school and be 
a doctor, so that was my focus. Actually, 
when I was much younger, I was going to 
be a nun. 

COMING OUT WITH DR. LAURA 

OC WEEKLY: Once you did realize who 
you are, you must have also been struck 
by the realization that whether or not and 
how much others knew could have conse¬ 
quences for [you] with family, friends—and 
you were working for the CIA! When you 
did come out, were there any issues with 
your parents? 

GERRIE SCHIPSKE: Oh ... yeah. 

[She says this, but not convincingly— 
instead, with what seems to be concern 
about where answering this question fully 
might lead. But after this brief uncertainty, 
it’s apparently resolved. She chuckles 
lightly as she begins.] 

This is the weirdest story! I came back 
to California—from Washington, D.C., 
to Long Beach—alone. The first person 
I’d been with—we’d been together, oh, 
about six years—she’d gone off and gotten 
married; that happens a lot in the com¬ 
munity. So I didn’t know anybody. I was 
working for a city manager [of the city of 
Long Beach}, who I, to this day, adore; 
he’s one of the most ethical men I’ve ever 
met. A lesbian came to visit the office one 
day—Jean Harris. She was very out and 
dramatic, she became a [gay and lesbian 
rights] leader and just died a couple of 
years ago. She came into the office, and 
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she was trying to convert me—she did not 
know I was gay; I couldn’t tell anybody 
And after she left, I remember the city 
manager coming to me and saying, “You 
know, this is why we don’t hire homosex¬ 
uals—because once they get in, they want 
to bring all their friends.” 

[Schipske gives a pained chuckle^ And 
I’m just cringing, thinking, “My God, if he 
finds out, I’m going to lose my job!” 

That scared me. [After work,] I would 
go home. I was deathly afraid. I never 
went to the bars. I’d never been in a gay 
bar because I was so deeply closeted in 
Washington, D.C. 

So I turned on the radio one night—it 
was about midnight—and there was this 
person on KFWB, and it was this woman 
by the name of Laura Schlessinger. [She 
laughs a little again.] Good story for you! 
So, Laura Schlessinger seemed to me, on 
her show, went out of the way to appeal 
to gays and lesbians—about how you 
need to accept yourself, this is wonderful, 
yadda-yadda. She had a radio show then, 
but it wasn’t the radio show she wound 
up having; this was really about talking to 
people—none of this right-wing stuff she 
got into later. 

So I picked up the phone and called her 
office, made an appointment and went to 
see her as a therapist. And at the second 
meeting, she gave me a book about les¬ 
bian sex. [Schipske lets go a cackling laugh 
to indicate the 
ridiculousness 
ofit] 

I said to her, 

“That’s not why 
I’m here, really. 

I’m broken¬ 
hearted. I don’t 
know anybody. I 
don’t want to lose 
my job. I don’t 
want to reach out 
to anybody.” And 
I also was having 
some really bad 
stomach pains. 

Laura Schless¬ 
inger said, “Well, 
that’s emotional 
constipation” 
and all this 
other stuff, you 
know. [Becom¬ 
ing sarcastic.] 

But she was very 
accepting of gays and lesbians. She got 
this bright idea that I needed to haul my 
parents up to North Hollywood, where 
she had her practice off Highland, that I 
needed to haul them in there and, uhh, 
come out to them. So, I did. 

It was the dumbest thing I ever did. 
That’s not the way you come out to your 
parents. But I did. And it was very pain¬ 
ful for them, it was very painful for me, 
and then, as we all know, Laura Schless¬ 
inger wound up turning on the gay com¬ 
munity—and that was just the height of 
hypocrisy. It was a bad thing she did. 

[Schipske takes a momentary, assess¬ 
ing pause, then resumes.] So I told my 
parents. And my parents weren’t happy 
about it, and looking back, I wish I had 
done it another way. But my parents said 
they already knew. Most parents do. They 
said they knew, and my mother said, “I’m 
praying for you to find a husband.” My 


dad didn’t say much. My dad was very 
quiet about it. 

And then I met Flo. I was open with 
them about Flo. I brought Flo to the 
house. They liked Flo. Then when I 
adopted my children, they were wonder¬ 
ful, loving grandparents to my children. 
Every once in a while, my mother would 
say, “We’re still praying for you. We’re 
praying for Flo, too.” But after that point, 
it was never anger. 

NURSING, MOTHERHOOD 
AND RIDING A BIKE 

GERRIE SCHIPSKE: In 1980,1 quit the 
City of Long Beach and decided to go to 
nursing school. I was fed up with politics, 
government, all kinds of stuff. I wanted 
to do something that could really help 
people. I went to Golden West College. 

My first nursing job was at UCLA—the 
neonatal intensive-care unit—and I got 
the opportunity to go to Harbor/UCLA, 
the nurse practitioner program, working 
OB/GYN, family planning, that kind of 
thing. After doing family planning for a 
bit, I decided I wanted to adopt kids, so I 
became a licensed foster parent. 

I had a battle with the county over 
that because they didn’t want to license 
a lesbian. But I never told them I was a 
lesbian, and they 
never asked. 

But one day, a 
social worker asked 
me, “Do you bicycle 
a lot?” 

“What?” 

“Do you bicycle 
a lot?” 

I said, “Yeah.” 

He said, “Oh, that 
explains what the 
neighbors said.” 

I kind of took that 
as code. 

At first, the 
county wouldn’t give 
me a full license— 
I’m working in 
neonatal nursing, 
and a story came out 
that a heterosexual 
foster-care couple 
murdered a child. 

I called the county 
and said, “Excuse me, you’ve been adver¬ 
tising for single people, and you won’t 
license me because you think I’m gay?” 

So they gave me a license, then told 
me I had to go find my own baby. Some 
social workers told me, “There are so 
many babies—nobody tells you to get your 
own baby.” They brought me what turned 
out to be my son. After 22 months, they 
brought my oldest daughter. Then her 
birth mother became pregnant, and I had 
adopted my second daughter. 

And then I had my telephone lines tied 
so they could never call me again.

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My cell phone rings from across the 
room, probably too far across the room 
to reach before ... damn, what is it about 
this ringtone that always starts the dog 
howling? Naturally, the call’s important— 
Gerrie Schipske’s on the line—but now 
the other two dogs have joined the high, 
lonesome holler. “Hmmm. I... wonder 
... what... I... should—Too late! The 
call’s gone to voicemail. And later, while 
the dog’s asleep, I retrieve that message. 

GERRIE SCHIPSKE: I’m going to 
quickly tell you a story that I forgot to 
tell you: That I’m a duly sworn lesbian! 
Federally certified! 

In 1996,1 was a national finalist for a 
White House Fellowship—this was dur¬ 
ing the Clinton administration—and they 
were doing my top-secret clearance. I 
had a little law office at the time, and they 
came to my office—two investigators— 
and asked me who Flo Pickett was, and I 
said she and I owned a home together. 

And they said, “Well, we have found 
out that you are lesbians.” 

And I said, “Uh-huh, we are_Is that 

a problem?” 

She said, “Well, you didn’t say you are 
a lesbian.” 

I said, “You didn’t ask about it in any of 
the 22 pages I had to fill out.” 

Finally, they made me stand up—they 
actually made me stand—at my desk and 
swear under penalty of perjury that I was 
gay, and that although I had not told them 
I was a lesbian, I had not been trying to 
keep it from them. 

It was horrible. It was just a horrible 
thing for them to do. 

Then they sent me to Annapolis for 
three days of interviews along with all the 
national finalists. There were 19 of us out 
of—oh, God—several thousand people. 

But they gave me a private room—I think, 
because I was gay—while everyone else was 
paired up... which was wonderful!

lesbians. There’s a split. Still some of 
it—whether or not we should push for 
marriage equality—part of it is “Whoa! 
Whoa!” This is really pushing something 
to its ultimate conclusion that no one—I 
think, in my age group—ever thought 
would happen.

From 
that into marriage. I’m glad they’re doing 
it. The people who pushed it were right.

You know, I came from a traditional 
Catholic family, and I didn’t think this 
would ever happen or ever be a possibil¬ 
ity. There’s a spectrum of beliefs and 
ideas in the community. I’m grateful they 
pushed it forward because I think it not 
only pushed that issue, but it also pushed 
the rest of the stuff that would have taken 
years and years. This is the argument 
hopefully that the Supreme Court deals 
with it now. Because if they don’t and let 
it go state by state, we will be fighting 
this battle state by state—and not just 
about marriage, but the whole issue of 
equality, discrimination. It needs to get 
out of the way.

At 
one point, Shultz paused to pose a ques¬ 
tion for class(less) discussion: “What do 
we say to the man who leads his favorite 
ewe down the aisle, demanding recogni¬ 
tion and acceptance of his attraction to a 
female sheep?” Neither the City Council 
nor the Human Relations Commission 
mustered the votes to censure Shultz, 
who adamantly refused to apologize. 

GERRIE SCHIPSKE: Jerry Shultz is 
now my constituent in the Fifth Dis¬ 
trict. Another former councilmember.

Doug Drummond, wanted to quarantine 
gays in camps for having AIDS. He’s in 
my district, too. You know, when you 
are elected, you are an elected official 
for everyone. Makes the case for tenac¬ 
ity. If you stick with who you are, things 
come around and people finally get it, 
and I think that’s what’s happened in 
Long Beach. 

That even happened for gays and 
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been an issue. My only campaign that it 
wasn’t an issue in was when I ran for the 
Long Beach City College Board of Trust¬ 
ees. I think because I was underestimated 
in terms of being able to win. 

Just days before the March 1996 Demo¬ 
cratic Party primary election for the 
California Assembly, candidate Laura 
Richardson—a member of the Long Beach 
City Council—mass-mailed a pamphlet 
attacking her fellow Democratic can¬ 
didate for being a lesbian. The mailer 
accused Schipske of being “committed 
to the radical gay agenda” and strongly 
backed by ultra-liberal Santa Monica 
Assemblymember Sheila Kuehl, the 
Assembly’s only openly gay member at 
the time. Eleven years later, when Long 
Beach-area Congresswoman Juanita 
Millender-McDonald’s death from cancer 
necessitated a 2007 special election to fill 
her seat, Richardson—recently elected 
to the California Assembly—declared 
her candidacy. So did Schipske, whose 
narrow election to the Long Beach City 
Council less than a year before had 
snapped a streak of close losses. She soon 
reconsidered, however, and withdrew 
from the race. 

I asked Schipske about that brief candi¬ 
dacy in August 2011 during an interview 
on Greater Long Beach Radio With Dave 
Wielenga (on the Cal State Long Beach 
online station, KBEACH.org). When 
it was suggested that throwing her hat 
into the ring might have been a refiexive 
response after running for offices so many 
times, Schipske was dismissive. 

“That wasn’t refiexive,” she said. “If 
you’ve ever run for public office, you 
know it’s a really exhausting experience, 
not only for yourself, but also for your 
family and friends. It’s something you 
always weigh very carefully.” 

Schipske was silent for a second or so. 
“But speaking of refiexive,” she resumed, 
“my refiexive nature in that situation was 
more motivated by the opportunity to run 
against Laura Richardson than that the 
position opened. My contention and that 
of my supporters was that I had come so 
close to beating [the late Republican Con¬ 
gressman Steve] Horn in 1996 that I could 
easily, easily defeat Laura Richardson, so 
that’s what I was weighing. Ultimately, I 
was asked by the Democratic Party to step 
aside so that [the late state Senator] Jenny 
Oropeza could run, so I did.” 

On June 11,1996, the Long Beach 
City Council was well into a discussion 
of domestic partnerships (limited legal 
recognition for couples, regardless of 
sex) when Councilmember Jerry Shultz 
of North Long Beach’s Ninth District 
signaled that he had something to say. 

For the next 17 minutes, Shultz stunned 
everybody with an address that still 
stands as the most sexually explicit. 


relentlessly cruel, socially deviant and 
personally indulgent in the history of that 
council chamber. Shultz, who was also 
a Los Angeles County sheriff’s deputy, 
shared his philosophy on the human sex 
drive, describing it as a powerful instinct 


that “may become inappropriately affixed 
to underwear, corpses, animals, children, 
footstools and members of the same sex.” 

Pleasing only himself and insulting 
others for maximum effect, Shultz linked 
the gay residents of Long Beach to bizarre 
sex acts and “immoral behavior.” His 
diatribe shopped around the fringes of 
sexual practices, periodically picking out 
something for an exploration that dwelt

Workers shift to mid-life second careers for a variety of reasons. Perhaps most prevalent in the wake 
of the 2007-2008 global financial crisis is a layoff, but some people may be simply seeking to move into 
a potentially more lucrative field. Others crave a career that brings them more job satisfaction and 
meaning in their life (sometimes known as an “encore career”), or may be responding to a change in their 
personal circumstances. 

Over the course of their working life, an individual may change careers multiple times and with multiple 
motivations. The good news for Angelenos is that there are numerous local schools just waiting to re-train 
you for a fresh start, many of which offer flexible class schedules than mean you won’t have to quit your 
existing job to start prepping for the next one. 


“Most [DeVry] students fall into this category,” 
said Dr. Scott Sand, President of DeVry University 
- Los Angeles Metro. “Many of our students 
are pursuing their education after serving in the 
military ... Many adults who return are looking 
to develop skills after a divorce or other major 
life change. In this economy maybe people have 
seen their old jobs disappear and realized that new 
skills are needed.” 

Dr. Sand has seen a u 
hairstylist working out of 
her kitchen transformed 
into master’s degree-holding 
youth counselor at DeVry. 

Another student had dropped 
out of high school when his 
mother passed away and 
found himself working in 
I.T., but enrolled at DeVry to 
complete his degree once he 
became a father himself, both 
as an example to his daughter 
and in memory of his mom. 

Though most of DeVry’s students are in their 
early twenties, 30 percent are older than 25 and Dr. 
Sand recalled students enrolling in their 70s. DeVry 
University, which confers degrees in technology, 
science, business, the arts, and management, has 
sixteen California locations including Sherman 
Oaks, Long Beach and Pomona. 

“The older student is often times here to inspire 
children or grandchildren or just fulfill a lifelong 
dream,” he said. “Many students pursue in their 40s.” 

UCLA Extension in Westwood - the continuing 
education branch of the University of California, 
Los Angeles - specializes in post-baccalaureate 
certificate programs primarily geared toward non- 
matriculated students from the community, with 
open enrollment. The average age of the school’s 
students is 37. 

“One of the reasons I love working at 
Extension is because really transformation is our 
purpose,” said Michelle Stiles, Interim Dean at 
UCLA Extension. 

Stiles recalled one lady, in her early 50s who 
was working in H.R. but had long wanted to work 


for, or even start her own, non-profit organization. 
Before she had even completed UCLA Extension’s 
Non-Profit Certificate program she was hired by a 
non-profit group. 

One Extension student was leaving the 
advertising industry and wanted to move toward 
a sustainability-related job. After completing the 
school’s Global Sustainability Certificate he landed 
a marketing job at a solar 
energy company. Another 
Extension alum is a former 
entertainment producer 
who is now happily 
employed as an interior 
decorator. 

“We actually started 
working with the Workforce 
Investment Board back 
about four or five years 
ago,” Stiles explained. 
“They came to us because 
they needed a place to send 
their clientswho had been 
downsized because of the economy. Their clients 
were already professionals and they needed to get 
trained for another professional career.” 

Stiles reported that healthcare, social media, 
financial planning, general business and teaching 
are strong and popular fields for second career 
students, with UCLA Extension offering multiple 
programs in each. 

Joslyn Williams, Director of Enrollment for 
the Master’s and Doctoral program at Yo San 
University of Traditional Chinese Medicine (TCM) 
in Culver City, has seen students of all ages 
transform their lives at the school. 

“We have a large percentage of students that 
have come from more Westernized career paths 
such as massage therapy, physical therapy, yoga 
methods, or martial arts,” she explained. “We 
have students with less related backgrounds 
coming straight out of law school or who have 
been in legal practice for years and realized that 
this alternative healing was not just an interest 
but something they need to learn more of and 
actively go after.”

Yo San teaches acupuncture and TCM including 
medical qigong, tai chi, herbal medicine, tui-na, and 
nutrition, as well as operating a community clinic. 

“The nature of the medicine draws people 
at different times in their lives for a reason, and 
culminates them here in a space where you learn 
to heal yourself, and in turn heal others through 
an understanding of Taoist principles, meditative 
practice, and an application technique of the various 
acupuncture modalities.” 

Kacy Andrews is CEO of The International 
Academy of Film and Television (lAFT), which 
opened a school in Burbank last year (and has 
schools in Miami, Hong Kong and the Philippines). 

“One of our best students currently works in 
gardening and landscaping,” she said. “Others come 
from the fast food industry, medical fields, health 
services, the law - and even one with a doctorate in 
religious psychology.” 

Though the average age of lAFT students is 24, 
Andrews has seen retirees in their 60s enroll in 
pursuit of a career in filmmaking, acting or animation. 

“One of our current applicants is a lawyer about 
to retire who has always wanted to make films 
and act in them,” Andrews continued. “Others 
would include doctors and military personnel and 
sometimes people with disabilities. We’ve even 
seen people with stage careers behind them who 
now want to make films. They want to express 
themselves and touch others through media.” 

Schools like DeVry, UCFA and lAFT offer 
flexible daytime, evening and weekend classes 
specifically intended for working adults. UCFA 
Extension and DeVry also offer online classes. Yo 
San University also has programs designed for 
part-time students, including weekday evening classes. 

Fast summer saw the launch of Empowered 
UCFA Extension, a new career development 
program which is collaboration between UCFA 
Extension and Silicon Valley start-up Empowered 
Careers. Empowered UCLA Extension offers 10 of 
the school’s certificate courses wholly online and is 
specifically designed for baby boomers seeking to 
make a career change, get ahead professionally or 
to get back into the workforce. 

As many second career students, particularly 
those who have lost their jobs, are in a hurry to get 
back into the workplace, DeVry enables a full-time 
bachelor’s degree with no transfer credits to be done 
in as little as two years and eight months. Many of 
UCLA Extension certificates and courses of study 
can be completed (by full-time students) in around 
a year. lAFT’s diploma programs take ten months; 
its certificate programs just five. 

Though it can be fast, flexible and working adult- 
friendly, the leap into an education for a second 
career shouldn’t be taken lightly. A certain type of 
person at a certain point in life tends to get the most 


from these learning experiences. 

“A person with dreams and passion; a person 
with persistence and ambition; people with nerve ... 
A healthy savings account would help, but that’s not 
absolutely necessary,” said lAFT’s Andrews. 

“They just have to have reached that point where 
they’re determined to take that next step,” said 
Stiles. “They may not always be really self-confident 
that they can do it, but they’ve reached that point 
where they really want to do this.” 

Dr. Sand stressed the importance of having a 
positive attitude, patience and recognizing that the 
recent economic downturn was a transition rather 
than an ending (“Students who are impatient to 
finish often have the hardest time,” he noted). 

“When considering a mid-life career change, 
ultimately it will take more than a passion to 
complete the program,” said Yo San’s Williams. 
“Even with passion there has to be 
financial feasibility. So an 
important factor before 
choosing to change careers 
is to make sure you can 
financially support 
[yourself] while in 
the process of going 
back to school.”

W e're now reaching a point in 
Little Saigon's history where the 
old-school places are slowly but surely 
changing. Some are closing shop; others 
are moving to richer environs in South 
County or the San Gabriel Valley. Others 
are getting face-lifts that are finally updat¬ 
ing their design schemes to this century, 
instead of the garish 1980s-era designs 
that date back to the enclaves' origins. 

And then you find a spot such as Pho 
Quyen that stubbornly, wonderfully won't 
change. There are no 1.5ers or second- 
generation Viets; this is a place for their 
parents and uncles. While the radio 
is usually tuned to KOST-FM, the only 
reading material is Little Saigon's many 
dailies and weeklies. There is no need to 
change—Pho Quyen is on the outskirts of 
Westminster, committed to the old school. 
And of all the old-school pho places in 
Little Saigon, Pho Quyen is definitely 
one of the quirkiest. For one, it's not usu¬ 
ally thought of as a pho place despite 
its name—it makes its money on to-go 
orders, with steam trays of various meats, 
vegetables, soups and other goodies kept 
warm under heat lamps, plus a counter 
filled with packaged, made-that-morning 
foods from goi cuon to pate chaud to an 
awesome, crunchy, liver jerky-spiked 
papaya salad that zings with tartness and 
the metallic allure of offal. Vietnamese 
families love this spot for its fast, cheap 
specials (25 delicious pork eggrolls for 
$10? Cam on!), the faded pictures above 
the register boasting of its talents. Another 
menu lists all of its banh ml options—in 
this era of banh ml inflation, you can 
still order a fine sandwich for $2. And 
the pouring of the powerful cafe sua da 
approaches the cascades of Niagara 
every morning. 

Pho Quyen's actual pho? Only three 
options—pho tai, pho ga and the pho with 
springy meatballs in them. Stick with the 
beef pho, which finds a massive slice of 
beef as thin as the prongs on a fork envel¬ 
oping noodles that are just a tad toothier 
than al dente. The broth is beefy; the $5 
small bowl, gargantuan. Get a serving to 
stave off the flu bug that's going around 
again (as I did last week), and it'll be as 
effective as a silver bullet on your choice 
of supernatural creature. The rest of the 
sit-down menu here isn't much—rice 
dishes, some bun bowls and a good por¬ 
ridge. So swing by for the pho, load up on 
the to-go meals, and cram this place while 
it's as retro asSi banh mis.

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Mami Knows Best 

The fourth Inka Mama’s restaurant proves 
there’s more to Peruvian than saltado

T here used to be a different Peruvian 
restaurant at the very spot Inka 
Mama’s has recently claimed as 
its fourth Orange County location. By all 
accounts, it did a very capable plate of lomo 
saltado, a dish all Peruvian restaurants 
worth their aji sauce have to offer to prove 
they’re Peruvian. Never mind that the ori¬ 
gins of saltado are more Chinese than Incan 
or that ceviche is actually the country’s 
national dish: For a lot of Americans, saltado 
has become the representative meal of a 
nation most of us only know for pan flutes 
and Machu Picchu. Saltado is the gateway 
drug, the dish that indoctrinated me to the 
wonders of that country’s cuisine almost 
two decades ago, and it’s the dish I order at 
Peruvian restaurants before any other. 

And the saltado that Inka Mama’s now 
sears in its woks here, across from South 
Coast Plaza, is the kind of dish that should 
indoctrinate even more Peruvian-food 
converts. Served on a rectangular plate and 
next to a wall of moist rice enriched with 
chicken broth, it’s a never-ending Andes 
of food. And as with all good saltados, the 
fries are still crisp, the steak tender, and the 
red onion wilted to the point at which its 
harshness has been cooked out but it hasn’t 
lost its snap. Most important, this saltado 
isn’t wet or overly soupy; there are just 
enough of its cumin-and-soy stir-fry leav¬ 
ings to soak up with the rice, but not too 
much that it dampens its resolve. 

Somewhere along the way, you will use 
up all of the aji sauce the restaurant serves 
as a complimentary side to a basket of 
bread. This creamy, jade-green substance— 
the Peruvian equivalent to Sriracha—has 
a sneaky, herby hotness that tastes good 


on everything. You dribble a little here on 
a French fry, then you drip some on your 
rice, and soon, you’ll smother every piece 
of food that should pass your lips with it as 
though it were fairy dust. Most Peruvian 
eateries supply it in plastic squeeze bottles; 
here at Inka Mama’s—a decidedly classier 
joint with a bar that also mixes a potent, 
frothy-headed pisco sour—the aji is served 
in tiny bowls with a tiny spoon, perhaps so 
you don’t overdose or overdouse. 


The rest of the menu is listed in a lami¬ 
nated, spiral-bound album with professional 
photos. Inka Mama’s does a formidable 
plate of tallarin verde, a bastardized dish of 
Italian spaghetti coated in a viscous sauce 
made with spinach and basil so Hulk-green 
it’s like pesto times 10. That’s eaten in con¬ 
cert with a spice-blasted, breaded chicken 
breast called an apanado that blankets the 
mound. The fillet is pounded so thin it tears 
off with just a tug and is more tender and 
juicy than a piece of white meat chicken has 
any business being. Its Bizarro World cousin 
is found in the specialties list: the estofado, 
in which the chicken is pan-sauteed instead 
of deep-fried and drenched in a sauce just as 


green, but made with garlic and cilantro. 

Inka Mama’s ceviche is also very good. 
The fingers of white fish, wiggles of squid 
and shrimp are acid-firmed by not only 
lime juice, but also a yellow-tinted, chile- 
inflected liquid that could function as a 
spicy chaser to tequila. It’s listed as an 
appetizer, but as with everything here, 
it’s portioned as a meal and grounded by 
boiled potatoes, yams and a sprinkling of 
crunchy cancha. Get this over the jalea, 
which has the same list of sea critters bat¬ 
tered and deep-fried, but is bogged down 
with sarza criolla and pickled onion that 
turn everything into a mess as soggy as 
newspapers left out in the rain. 

When you’re ready for something that 
will really stick to your ribs, try the rendition 
of aji de gallina. It’s as thick as Spackle®, 
with shredded, white-meat chicken embed¬ 
ded in a slow-moving, yellow sauce made 
with Peruvian aji amarillo, ground walnuts 
and cream. If it weren’t coupled with boiled 
potatoes and black olives to temper its rich¬ 
ness, you could almost spread it on toast and 
make a hell of a chicken-salad sandwich. Or 
try the causa, an appetizer made of chicken 
salad layered with perhaps too much raw 
onion in a cylindrical tower of seasoned, 
lukewarm mashed potatoes. 

Those new to the restaurant should also 
consider the Piqueo Andino, a gigantic sam¬ 
pler plate of patiently braided empanadas 
bursting meat juice, a dense tamal, papa a la 
huancaina and ruddy piles of boneless fried 
chicken the Peruvians call chicharron. It’s 
one of the most expensive offerings at Inka 
Mama’s, but if you’re a Peruvian-food virgin, 
this platter is second only to saltado as the 
best way to learn about this great cuisine— 
and if you’re trying Peruvian for the first 
time, did you just fall from the turnip truck?

While skittish about dining on 
fresh coronet, it quickly became appar¬ 
ent Noguchi would be our sushi hero, 
saving us from Americanized rolls and 
introducing us to thoughtful cuisine. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Udon! My mother gave it to me as baby 
food. Therefore, I still love it after all 
these years. 

What is a typical day like for you? How 
early do you get up? 

I leave my house at 7 a.m. and go to the 
fish market in downtown Los Angeles. I 
choose the best quality fish at the mar¬ 
ket and bring them to the restaurant. I 
work until 11 p.m. and get home around 
11:30 p.m. 

Your earliest food memory: 

My mother’s homemade soba [buckwheat 
noodle] for New Year’s Eve when I was 7. 
Your best recent food find: 

The escargot at Bistrot Massilia in Yorba 
Linda. I loved that the escargot came in a 
buttery, garlicky sauce. It was perfect for 
dipping the French bread in. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Soy sauce. Because we are using it not only 
for sushi, but also sashimi, udon sauce, 
ponzu sauce and other Japanese food. It 
might surprise people that soy sauce is the 
base for most Japanese sauces. 

What do you recommend for first-timers 
to your restaurant? 

Hiro’s Omakase because they don’t have 
to think about what to order. They can 
just let us know their preferences. I will 
select the best sashimi and sushi from 
the market. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Vietnamese food. I really like spring rolls, 
pho and com tarn. Garden Grove has very 
authentic Vietnamese food. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

Green tea from Yamamotoyama.

On Broadway 


I n today’s fancy-food world of duck-fat 
fries and $15 casual-chain burgers, a 
simple, cheap sandwich shop is a wel¬ 
come respite. Hand-sliced meats, fresh 
vegetables and a baked-this-morning 
French roll are all that’s needed to make 
this girl swoon, but On Broadway—located 
in an unassuming corner store that 
resembles a doughnut shop more than a 
full-scale sandwich joint—goes far beyond 
what $5 should afford. 

Owned by a sweet Asian couple who 
seems to recognize everyone walking in. 
On Broadway offers a massive selection 
of familiar and imaginative deli items 
that keeps the tiny ice-cream-and-chips- 
selling storefront from being just another 
mediocre snack shack. 

Scan the menu of nearly 100 different 
salads, subs and breakfast options, and 
you’ll find everything from traditional 
hot pastrami and ham and cheese to such 
off-kilter creations as the California-roll 
sub (crab salad, wasabi mayo, cucumber 
and avocado) and lemon-pepper veggie 
bagel (cream cheese, avocado, tomato and 
lemon pepper). 

Sandwiches run from $2.75 for a 5-inch 
of the daily special sandwich (only $3.50 
otherwise!) to a whopping $6.25 for the 
most expensive 10-inch subs—unheard-of 
recession-proof prices that allow the addi¬ 
tion of such house-made sides as the red¬ 
skin potato salad or sweet-cream maca¬ 
roni salad ($1.95 each). Order from the 
husband at the register, grab a Mexican 
Coke out of the fridge and wait no more 
than five minutes for your meal to arrive. 

Even more impressive than On Broad¬ 
way’s massive selection of goods is the 
quality of everything that comes out of

the tiny, one-woman kitchen. Whether 
ordered to-go or eaten at one of the store¬ 
front’s 10 indoor seats, the sandwiches 
and salads put Subway to shame. The 
secret, I discovered, is the bread. Sure, 
the plain white and wheat rolls might not 
look so special just sitting there, wrapping 
sandwich fillings without amenities such 
as exterior sesame seeds or baked-in Par¬ 
mesan cheese, but On Broadway’s fiuffy 
baked goods are so soft they melt in your 
mouth as though cotton candy. 

Like so many things in Long Beach, On 
Broadway’s quirkiness is also part of its 
charm. The interior furniture is a series 
of handmade wooden tables and chairs 
that were either imported from Southeast 
Asia or lifted from a Big Bear cabin. The 
only reading material is Lesbian News and 
Frontiers Magazine (granted, one of the 
LBC’s main chick bars lived next door 
until a few years ago, and the place is on 
the eastern end of what is often called the 
Rainbow Corridor). And there is always 
some expertly doodled sign hanging in 
the door (this past week’s told of Mother’s 
Day hours), handmade by the husband, 
who once told me he used to draw politi¬ 
cal cartoons for a Chinese newspaper. 

It’s a true local spot that keeps beachgo- 
ers stopping by on their way to the sand 
and former Belmont Heights residents 
coming in long after they’ve moved away.

Navy Grog at Trader Sam’s

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To Boldly Follow 

A grand, familiar Star Trek

ho are you?” pleads a 
doomed man as Benedict 
W W Cumberbatch looms into 
his first close-up in Star Trek: Into Darkness. 

The answer is Khan. And that’s not a 
spoiler; it’s a selling point. A less-secretive 
director (i.e., all save the ghost of Stanley 
Kubrick) would trumpet that his $185 mil¬ 
lion movie stars Star Trek’s greatest villain, 
but J. J. Abrams has so suppressed this fact 
that I suspect if you rearrange the letters 
in Khan Noonien Singh, you’ll find the 
location of the Lost island. 

Abrams’ mystery-box marketing gave a 
boost to weaker, cheaper films such as Clo- 
verfield and Super 8, but if Star Trek: Into 
Darkness bombs, the trick is on him. Cum¬ 
berbatch, a tweedy Brit with an M.A. in 
classical acting and a face that resembles a 
monstrous Timothy Dalton, has beefed up 
to become a convincing killer. He’s brutal 
and bold, and the film around him isn’t 
bad either. In the opening minutes, Khan 
terrorizes London, then makes like Osama 
bin Laden and fiees to the mountains of an 
enemy planet, causing Starfieet Admiral 
Marcus (Peter Weller—welcome back, 
RoboCop!) to make like Dubya and order 
his assassination, sans trial. Picture Zero 
Dark Thirty with bright pullovers and laser 
guns, and you’ll have Darkness, whose 
heavy-handed political parallels just might 
feel smart in a summer of Vin Diesel 
crashing cars. 


Instead of Jessica Chastain’s overrated 
ice queen, vengeance here will be served 
by the blubbering James T. Kirk (Chris 
Pine), who so bleeds his humanity across 
the Enterprise’s deck it’s a wonder Chekhov 
(Anton Yelchin) doesn’t slip. Again, the cen¬ 
tral conflict is between the captain’s swag¬ 
gering impetuousness and the cold-blooded 
logic of First Mate Spock (Zachary Quinto). 
Even more than in the first film, Quinto’s 
Spock is emotionally disjointed—even 
dangerous. In his first scene, Spock sacri¬ 
fices himself to preserve Starfieet’s Prime 
Directive. Kirk breaks the rules to save his 
life, and Spock is furious, which is to say 
he pens a memo of complaint. Demoted, 
Kirk struggles to reconcile his feelings for 
his friend. “He’d let you die,” cautions Dr. 
McCoy (Karl Urban), while Spock’s girl¬ 
friend, Uhura (Zoe Saldana), is so enraged 
by her boyfriend’s death wish that she 
threatens to “tear the bangs off his head.” 

After setting up its War On Terror allu¬ 
sions, Star Trek: Into Darkness becomes 
Paradise Lost In Space: It’s a battle for the 
good captain’s soul. Dispatched to Khan’s 
hideout, Kirk is torn between Spock’s 
wisdom and Admiral Marcus’ warmonger¬ 
ing. Will he let his crew quit, or die in his 
quest for justice? Can Khan destroy him 
simply by smashing his moral code? In 
Darkness’ darkest scene, our hero beats a 
prisoner who has already surrendered. It’s 
shocking stuff, but Abrams’ screenwriters 


don’t trust the popcorn audience to get the 
psychological implications. Instead, they 
externalize Kirk’s turmoil by making him 
spend every second scene suffering unso¬ 
licited advice about what to do. That even 
his subordinates treat him as a passive 
sap neuters the character, despite an early 
romp in which he beds twin hotties with 
tails. His only real love is for the Enter¬ 
prise, that hermaphroditic ship shaped like 
three phalluses and a flattened boob. 

To validate his 2009 reboot, Abrams 
worked in a space-time splice so Leonard 
Nimoy could cameo as old Spock, or “Spock 
Prime,” as though he specializes in over-

night shipping. Ironically, in 1982, Nimoy 
(who had already penned the bristling 
memoir J Am Not Spock) was so desperate 
to abandon starship that he only agreed 
to Star Trek II: The Wrath of Khan when 
promised his character would die. Spock 
croaked, but Nimoy’s Vulcan heart was so 
warmed by the fan agony that the actor 
returned to direct Star Trek III: The Search 
for Spock and, post-resurrection, has clung 
to the franchise, even titling his follow-up 
memoir J Am Spock. Today, while William 
Shatner is sealed in his pop-culture ter¬ 
rarium chanting lounge covers of “Space 
Oddity,” Nimoy returns again so old Spock 


can advise young Spock on how to defeat 
Khan decades before the original Khan 
defeats the original Spock, causing such a 
doubled-back crimp in the chronology that 
in our universe. Wrath of Khan may now 
no longer exist. Thus freed, Abrams lifts 
Khan’s climax, thievery that will enrage the 
devout as it suggests the Star Trek saga is 
merely a game of Mad Libs into which he 
plugs characters and catastrophes. 

Hey, why not? Trek die-hards have 
long-since proven they’re impossible to 
satisfy. Instead, Abrams’ glossy relaunch is 
tailored to fans who don’t care for canon 
but know enough to grin when Dr. McCoy 
pokes a Tribble. Darkness is a cheery 
combo of classic catchphrases and young 
Holl 5 rwood heat, such as blond babe Alice 
Eve as a weapons expert who can only 
examine torpedoes in her underwear. 

Having crumpled up the franchise for 
kicks—not that I’m complaining—Abrams 
won’t have the chore of smoothing out 
the Enterprise’s future. Pine, who may yet 
prove to be a leading man in the model of 
Harrison Ford, will be pressed to return 
in sequels, as will Saldana, Quinto and 
Simon Pegg’s Scotty. (If the openly gay 
Quinto hasn’t had the same big-screen 
success as his co-stars, I hope it’s because 
he sincerely prefers the theater.) But their 
intergalactic overlord will be in another 
universe entirely. Hey, Luke—who was 
your father again? 


STAR TREK: INTO DARKNESS 
was directed by J.J. Abrams; written by Alex 
Kurtzman, Damon Lindelof and Roberto 
Orci; and stars Chris Pine, Zachary Quinto, 
Benedict Cumberbatch, Karl Urban, Zoe 
Saldana, Peter Weller, John Cho and Simon

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ARTHUR NEWMAN In Arthur Newman, 
a film about emotional displacement 
and the universal desire to change our 
lives, you'll understand why Wallace 
Avery (Colin Firth) is eager to ditch his 
and fake a new identity. Fired from a 
dead-end job, with a divorced-off teen¬ 
age son he can't relate to, Avery stages 
an Oceanside drowning and takes off 
in a sporty convertible. Firth's persona 
is of a nice guy, even a worrier, and his 
Wallace is set on repairing the mistake 
he made back when he was a once- 
promising professional golfer. Will he 
have the chutzpah to pass himself off 
as Arthur Newman, golf coach? Some 
he finds in Michaela (Emily Blunt), a 
cute but drugged-out klepto he rescues 
roadside. Traveling from Florida to 
Terre Flaute, Indiana, with its promise 
of lush putting greens, their car is often 
the only one on the highway as debut 
director Dante Ariola sets up the sur¬ 
realistic central conceit: The couple 
squat in empty houses and role-play 
the imagined sex lives of their absentee 
hosts, their one way to connect roman¬ 
tically. Fun for a bit, things soon turns 
silly, so it's a relief when the film cuts 
to Wallace's girlfriend back home, a 
surprisingly muted, sweet Anne Fleche. 
Wallace's son (Lucas Fledges) finds her 
in his dad-quest, and their undefined 
friendship is more intriguing than any¬ 
thing else here. (Not Rated) Marsha 
McCreadie. Edwards WestparkS, Irvine. 

AT ANY PRICE Writer/director Ramin 
Bahrani's At Any Price finds tension 
between rapacious capitalism and the 
idealized fiction of rural life in farming 
communities, especially as they engage 
in decidedly unpastoral, commodity- 
based feeding frenzies. Flere it's not bad 
weather or greedy banks that places 
a large, third-generation family farm 
in jeopardy but the doughy, Penney's- 
clad inspectors of an agricultural 
biotech corporation. Iowa farmer Flenry 
Whipple (Dennis Quaid) has enlarged 
his farmstead by absorbing competitors; 
his deepest wish is to pass it to a son, 
but the youngest. Dean (Zac Efron), 
hates farming. The setting's austerity 
strips the generational drama down to 
the archetypal terms best articulated 
by James Van Der Beek in Varsity 
Blues: "Ah don't wahnt yore lahf." As 
the film begins, glad-handing Flenry is 
pitching an offer for a dead man's land 
to a bereaved family, right outside the 
cemetery gates, which gives you some 
idea of his footing, soul-proximity-wise. 
Quaid has a genius for broadcasting 
conflicting impulses. Flis body language 
twists uncomfortably away from his 
intentions, and his smile is built on the 
chassis of a cringe. Married to Irene 
(Treme's awesome Kim Dickens), whom 
he clearly loves, Whipple has tawdry 
office trysts with Fleather Graham's 
go-nowhere character. The film, which 
compares Flenry's re-use of corporate 
seeds to DVD piracy, weighs patent 
infringement and adultery about equally. 
Therefore, according to the transitive 
property of moral transgressions, the 
exchange rate for spousal betrayal is 
1:1 with ripping The Avengers. When 
Flenry, facing dire legal consequences, 
invokes wistful memories of his sim¬ 
pler childhood, his dad smacks him 
down, casting the American dream 
as a modern, air-conditioned combine 
"that drives itself with GPS." (R) Chris 
Packham. Countywide. 

THE COMPANYYOU KEEP It's time, 
apparently, for the aging ghosts of '60s 
radicalism to once again take stock 
of their sins and compromises. Once 


it gets its walkers moving, Robert 
Redford's The Company You Keep 
nearly plays like a green-granola-lefty 
counterpart to The Expendables, a 
Flollywood Elderhostel reunion crowded 
with septuagenarian icons looking back 
on the righteousness and failures of the 
Nixon-'Nam era with rheumy retirees' 
eyeballs. The story, from Neil Gordon's 
novel about the contemporary fate of 
a few surviving Weather Underground 
fugitives, all but blows a trumpet for 
how rad rad used to be. First Susan 
Sarandon's Vermont housewife, her 
kids all grown up, throws in the secret- 
identity towel and surrenders herself to 
the FBI; from there, the dominoes tum¬ 
ble, leading cub reporter Shia LaBeouf 
to uncover the similarly fake ID of 
Redford's upstate lawyer, sending this 
suede-faced ex-Weatherman running. 
The FBI closes in, LaBeouf's annoying 
snoop pesters every single other char¬ 
acter motivated only by his journalistic 
creed, and withering guest-stars (Julie 
Christie, Sam Elliott, Richard Jenkins, a 
phlegm-plagued Nick Nolte) emerge to 


crinkle and wheeze about the good old 
days of bank robberies and protests. 
Redford's noble Methuselah isn't just 
self-preserving—he's got an unseason¬ 
ably preadolescent daughter to worry 
about, and a case for his own redemp¬ 
tion to make. It's little surprise that The 
Company You Keep turns out to be polit¬ 
ically chicken-hearted—the progres¬ 
sive cant we hear sounds idiotic, and 
political principles are seen as pathetic 
challenges to the demands of family 
and law and order. Redford succeeds 
only in defanging the idea of resistance 
altogether. Far from engaged, the film 
surrenders in an arthritic faint. (R) 
Michael Atkinson. Countywide. 

DISCONNECT Identity theft! Cyber bul¬ 
lying! Runaway teens doing lurid cam 
shows! This ambitious, multi-storied, 
state-of-us-all ensemble drama 
plumbs our fears of the plugged-in 
now more stridently than local news 
in TV sweeps. While well-crafted and 
at times moving, screenwriter Andrew 
Stern's cautionary tales can't help but 
feel behind the curve, the news they're 
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so urgently sharing already 
fully absorbed by the culture. 
They still build some power, 
especially the central story 
of a misfit teen (Jonah Bobo) 
getting catfished by a couple 
of bullies—and then the inevi¬ 
table shame of a 15-year-old's 
nude pix getting shared all over 
his high school. With tender¬ 
ness and economy, Stern and 
director Henry-Alex Rubin 
humanize all parties, especially 
the bullies and the father of the 
poor, pranked kid; this story 
accumulates serious weight 
and vitality. That dad is played 
by Jason Bateman, who proves 
adept at drama, although 
it's little surprise when this 
distracted, suit-and-tie middle- 
management type winds up in 
a hopeless brawl on a subur¬ 
ban lawn, as that's in the cards 
for all Jason Bateman char¬ 
acters. A less involving thread 
involves TV news reporter 
(Andrea Riseborough) getting 
too close to a male runaway 
(MaxThieriot) who mastur¬ 
bates on webcam. Then there's 
the long-soured married couple 
whose accounts get drained 
via the usual cyber-pilferers— 
this family seems to have 
the same do-nothing, plot- 
advancing credit card com¬ 
pany Bateman had in Identity 
Thief. That said, one of their 
moments resonates: husband 
and wife (Paula Patton and 
Alexander Skarsgard), each 
with the other's Internet history 
laid bare, finally coming to see 
each other. D/sconnect might 
play better a decade from 
now, when it's more clearly a 
compendium of contemporary 
fears rather than some dire 
expression of them. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

THE GREAT GATSBY There's 
a scene in Baz Luhrmann's 
The Great Gatsby in which 
Leonardo DiCaprio's hyperrich, 
super-awkward Jay Gatsby 
takes it upon himself to redeco¬ 
rate the bachelor pad of his 
less-prosperous friend, Nick 
Carraway (Tobey Maguire). 
Gatsby's old flame, Daisy 
Buchanan (Carey Mulligan), 
is coming to Nick's for tea. 
Eager to impress her, Gatsby 
has brought in boughs draped 
with explosive white flowers, 
macaroons in every color 
of the paintbox, and tiered 


cakes straight out of Marie 
Antoinette's court. "You think 
it's too much?" he asks Nick. 
Nick offers the polite answer: 

"I think it's what you want." 

The Great Gatsby is both too 
much and what Luhrmann 
wants, less a movie version of 
F. Scott Fitzgerald's novel than 
a movie version of Jay Gatsby 
himself. It's polished to a hand¬ 
some sheen and possesses no 
class or taste beyond the kind 
you can buy. And those are the 
reasons to love it. The perform¬ 
ers often look lost, but the 
movie moves, breathes, and 
has color on its side. Though 
Fitzgerald couldn't have known 
it, he wrote a scene tailor- 
made for 3-D, the one in which 
Gatsby rummages through his 
collection of brilliantly colored 
silk shirts and tosses one after 
another toward his lady love. 

In Luhrmann's vision, they 
float down around Daisy like 
polychrome snowflakes. It's all 
so fake. It should all be so hor¬ 
rible. But really, all Luhrmann 
has done is build a crazy art 
deco Taj Mahal to the glory of 
The Great Gatsby. Like Gatsby, 
Luhrmann is a faker but not 
a phony. Fitzgerald knew the 
difference. Can we see it, too?

IN THE HOUSE A charming 
display of auto-critique. In 
the House is a cocktail of 
one part Shadow of a Doubt, 
one part Rear Window, and 
two parts Jacques Derrida: 

It's not so much a thriller 
as a playful deconstruction 
thereof, allowing characters 
to comment on their own 
roles in the narrative. Most of 
the commentary comes from 
Germain (Fabrice Luchini), 
who teaches literature at a 
suburban French high school, 
where his students might 
be characterized as barely 
sentient. But one, Claude 
(Ernst Umhauer), has a gift for 
storytelling. Claude's writings 
detail his increasingly creepy 
involvement with his friend 
Rapha's (Bastien Ughetto) fam¬ 
ily. Claude spies on Rapha's 
gorgeous mom (Emmanuelle 
Seigner) and as his behavior 
approaches stalking, Germain 
thrills at Claude's account of 
all this, urging him to proceed 
with his story—and, by proxy. 


his behavior toward Rapha's 
family. "It lacks a conflict," 
Germain tells Claude, sounding 
like an exasperated filmmaker. 
In the House creates some¬ 
thing far more original than 
the same old heart-pounding. 
Germain's meta-narrative com¬ 
mentary ensures an alienating 
effect, and therein lies the 
refreshing uniqueness: Since 
Hitchcock's films are perpetu¬ 
ally analyzed by film theorists, 
why not provide the space for 
such analysis within a thriller 
itself? As the narrative games¬ 
manship ramps up—Germain 
becomes the audience's surro¬ 
gate and advocate, demanding 
more conflict; Claude begins 
to criticize Germain's criticism 
from within the stories them¬ 
selves— In the House investi¬ 
gates a far tougher riddle than 
what makes Claude tick—it's 
trying to figure out why, 
exactly, voyeurism and mystery 
delight us so. In the process, 
it delights. (R) Zachary Wigon.

MUD Has anyone ever been so 
perfectly cast as Matthew 
McConaughey in Dazed 
and Confused? Sculpted 
entirely of charisma and 
cheekbones yet still seedier 
than a stash of gym-locker 
pot, McConaughey's radiant 
Stoner exemplified high school 
promise gone bad. he looked 
like the little man of top of 
trophies, just horny, stupid, 
sapped of ambition, and only 
likely to use his physical gifts 
for the least public-spirited 
of ends. Mud, written and 
directed by Jeff Nichols, is 
the latest in McConaughey's 
campaign for re-consideration 
as a great American actor. He 
plays full burnout, a starving 
fugitive hiding out on a small 
island in the Mississippi. When 
discovered by a pair of likable 
local kids, Ellis (Tye Sheridan) 
and Neckbone (Jacob Lofland), 
McConaughey lays out the 
back story you might wish was 
more original. There's a woman 
he's waiting for, a crime of 
chivalrous passion, the usual 
thugs out to get him. Will the 
kids keep his secret—and 
even help him get where he's 
going? The mode here is boys' 
adventure, the Twain and the 
Great Expectations mixed up 
with rural naturalism. The boys 


talk about "titties" and wear 
camo pants; early on we see 
them pilot a small boat down 
the tributary they live on and 
into the great Mississippi 
itself, a rousing sequence that 
suggests the danger and wild¬ 
ness of the adulthood they're 
surging toward. At moments 
like this. Mud is honest and 
involving, touched with life 
as it's actually lived. Too bad 
that it settles into melodrama. 
The climax feels copy-pasted 
from episodes of Justified, the 
action comically out of propor¬ 
tion to the small story preced¬ 
ing it. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

PAIN & GAIN Doesn't America 
promise riches and luxury to 
people who deserve it? Daniel 
Lugo—the lead in Michael 
Bay's neon-noir ode to Miami, 
muscle tone, and the modern 
American dream—believes so, 
but is stuck as an underpaid 
personal trainer at Miami 
Lakes' Sun Gym, where he 
boosts the confidence of 
customers far less chiseled 
than he and dreams of a 
better (read: richer) life. So, 
together with some muscle- 
bound accomplices, Lugo 
plots to kidnap his rich and 
ever-sneering Colombian 
client Victor Kershaw (Tony 
Shalhoub) and torture him 
until he gives up everything 
he owns: his swanky mansion, 
successful deli, bright orange 
speedboat, the works. Bay's 
film is based on, and mostly 
faithful to, a true story penned 
by Pete Collins for the Miami 
New Times in late 1999. The 
Sun Gym Gang isn't made up of 
professional mobsters. They're 
musclebound egotists with 
a sense of importance more 
inflated than their steroid- 
pumped pecs, and Bay wastes 
no opportunity for laughs at 
their bungling. Dressed in mili¬ 
tary fatigues, they show up at 
Kershaw's home expecting to 
catch him alone; he's hosting a 
Seder. Though this story needs 
no embellishment. Bay can't 
help himself. He adds wild 
shoot-outs, slow-mo effects, 
Instagram-esque freeze- 
frames, and B-movie-style 
gore. (Those who remember 
the Sun Gym Gang's murdered 
victims probably won't appreci¬ 
ate seeing one of their heads 


explode like a pumpkin beneath 
a falling barbell weight.) When 
the story crashes into a too- 
perfect ending, it's because 
Bay was led astray by the 
same things that got the Sun 
Gym Gang into this mess in the 
first place: superficiality, ambi¬ 
tion, and the belief that reality 
just isn't good enough. (R)

PEEPLES Recently, African- 
American-directed relationship 
movies have hewed toward 
either incongruous absurdity 
(Think Like a Man), overt senti¬ 
mentality (Jumping the Broom), 
or, in Tyler Perry's work, both. 
Long gone feel the days of 
complex films like Two Can 
Play That Game, Mark Brown's 
modern screwball comedy 
that provided hilarity along¬ 
side a clear-eyed critique of 
romantic battle. Writer/director 
Tina Gordon Chism's Peeples 
lacks the energy of Two Can 
Play That Game, but like that 
picture it manages to deliver 
farce without compromising 
realism. Craig Robinson (The 
Office) stars as Wade Walker, 
a musician who shows up 
uninvited at his girlfriend's par¬ 
ents' house for the weekend, 
planning to win the approval 
of her father, Virgil (David 
Alan Grier), and propose. 

(Kerry Washington plays the 
betrothed-to-be.) Unfortunately, 
Wade hardly fits in with what 
he terms Virgil's "chocolate 
Kennedys" lifestyle, and the 
expected sparks get to flying. 
Peeples finds effective comedy 
exploring secrets underneath 
the familial "perfection" Virgil 
assiduously cultivates, via his 
closeted lesbian daughter (Kali 
Hawk) and thieving son, Simon 
(Tyler James Williams), a nerd 
who thinks he must establish 
thuggish bona tides, and insists 
on being called "Sy." However, 
physical comedy set pieces, 
like an elaborate fraternity 
dance Virgil performs, feel 
uninspired. Malcolm Barrett is 
given a plum role as Wade's 
wacky sidekick, but fails to 
knock it out of the park as Mike 
Epps or Anthony Anderson 
would have once done. Yet 
while she doesn't quite achieve 
the screwball zaniness she 
strives for, Chism deserves 
commendation for crafting a 
farcical work that feels like 
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LAS VEGAS RESORT AND CASINO

Locklear, Kate Walsh, Jasmine Guy, 
Darrell Hammond, Katt Williams, Jerry 
O'Connell. The Black Swan-inspired 
scene (don't ask) in which Ashley Tisdale 
humps a microwave oven (really, don't) is 
only slightly more embarrassing than the 
entirety of High School Musical 3: Senior 
Year. Charlie Sheen calls his cat "Emilio." 
That was in the first five minutes, and it 
was the last time in the movie—or the 
subsequent three days—that I've come 
close to cracking a smile. Because 
Scary Movie V murdered my capacity 
to feel joy.

SCATTER MY ASHES AT BERGDORF'S 

At last! A documentary about that 
underexposed group: the 1 percent¬ 
ers in their lair. In Scatter My Ashes at 
Bergdorf's, the storied store is presented 
in cinematic terms as ex-screenwriter 
Matthew Miele watches decorator David 
Hoey madly creating window displays of 
phantasmagorical "installation art" that 
moves. The film's climax is the famous 
annual holiday unveiling as the hoi polloi 
press their noses against the glass. Yet 
the long-term employees fascinate more 
than the clothes: They are beautiful gar¬ 
goyles, true freaks of fashion. We don't 
get interviews with non-celeb shoppers 
of the reticent monied class, but design¬ 
ers Manolo Blahnik, Jason Wu, Patricia 
Field, and others each give their rendition 
of "What Bergdorf's Meant to Me." Vera 
Wang nails it: Being obsessive is a given; 
the key is how you fit into the market. 

A one-size-fits-all documentary format 
includes a mini-history; apparently the 
founders weren't just in it for the money. 
Edwin Goodman was a tailor who knew 
how to cut and cared about quality. Yet 
this macchiato with 24-karat gold flecks 
may not be to everyone's taste. Spending 
$7,000 on shoes is shrugged off, since 
here success is affording Bergdorf 
Goodman's. Without the dueling-divas 


drama of The September Issue, 
or the shiny dynamism of Diana 
Vreeland: The Eye Has to Travel, 
this doc, title taken from a remark 
by a wealthy European shopper and 
immortalized in a New Yorker car¬ 
toon, is fun and frothy, a fan's mash 
note.

SOMETHING IN THE AIR Olivier 
Assayas gorgeous, freewheeling, 
semi-autobiographical Something 
in the Air is an ode to both youth's 
universal qualities and the specifics 
of Assayas youth in particular. The 
picture opens in the suburbs just 
outside Paris in 1971, among a group 
of teenage students still energized 
by the explosive student and worker 
protests of May 1968. The movie's 
better and more descriptive French 
title is Apres mai ("After May"): 
These kids came along too late for 
the most exciting part of the revolu¬ 
tion but have no way of knowing it. 
They're still in the moment, throwing 
Molotov cocktails in the direction 
of a better future. Our first glimpse 
of Laure (Carol Combes), the sort-of 
girlfriend of the lead, Gilles (Clement 
Metayer), is of her tripping down 
a verdant country road in a gauzy 
granny dress and flat, delicate san¬ 
dals; it's less like a standard movie 
shot than a memory that has dis¬ 
solved overtime only to reassemble 
itself more vivid and beautiful than 
ever. The whole movie feels that 
way. Shot by Assayas frequent 
collaborator Eric Gautier, it unfolds 
in a place and time that's both real 
and unreal, corporeal and ghostly. 
Assayas is attuned to the convic¬ 
tions that seize young people and 
the half-articulated dreams that slip 
out of their grasp, and he tells his 
story in visuals and music more than 
in dialogue. Something in the Air is 
all about drifting—its story doesn't 
advance so much as glide from here 
to there, from Paris to Italy, from 
green-gray city streets to yellow- 
green country fields. (Not Rated)

THE PLACE BEYONDTHE PINES Blue 
Valentine director Derek Cianfrance 
makes a concerted stab at the epic with 
this two-and-a-half-hour roundelay of 
failed fathers and unloved sons trapped 
in a vicious cycle of emasculated rage. 
Ryan Gosling (and his chiseled abdomen) 
stars as a motorcycle stunt driver in a 
traveling carnival who, upon learning 
he's fathered an infant son, puts down 
roots in upstate New York and becomes 
an armed bank robber instead. He even¬ 
tually crosses paths with a rookie cop (a 
terrific Bradley Cooper), who becomes 
the central figure of the movie's second 
act, a charismatic climber in a precinct 
full of dirty cops (one played—in a folly 
of typecasting—by Ray Liotta). Finally, 
it's 15 years later, and the sons of both 
cop and robber (excellent newcomers 
Emory Cohen and Dane DeHaan) find 
themselves sorting out their entwined 
destinies. Cianfrance's third feature 
has a go-for-broke, everything-l-ever- 
wanted-to-put-into-a-movie quality to 
it; it seems to have been conceived 
in a dazed rush after marathon 
readings of Aeschylus, 

Hemingway and Larry 
Brown. But while the 
acting is excellent, 
the metaphors are 
heavy, the plotting 
thin and repetitive. 

Sure to inspire indif¬ 
ference and cultish 
admiration in nearly 
equal measure, this 
extravagant mess may 
someday be reevalu¬ 
ated as a misunderstood 
masterpiece. (R) Scott 
Foundas.

THE RELUCTANT 

FUNDAMENTALIST In 
the same way novels can 
be better and worse than 
journalism at processing his¬ 
tory, so can movies be better 
and worse than novels: too 
unreal, yet too specific. 

For the movie of Mohsin 
Hamid's novel, director Mira 
Nair mounts a sensitive 
retrospective procedural of 
radicalization: Here's how 
a bright young Pakistani 
man (Riz Ahmed) goes 
straight from Princeton 
into a boutique corporate 
valuation firm (with Kiefer 
Sutherland as his sharkish 
boss), then has a promis¬ 
ing meet-cute with an 
emotionally unavailable 
American woman (Kate 


Hudson), then has his priorities rear¬ 
ranged by the fallout of 9/11. He returns 
to Pakistan as a university lecturer 
whose ideas may or may not encour¬ 
age terrorism, drawing attention from a 
journalist (Liev Schreiber) whose lengthy 
interview-cum-standoff serves as the 
film's narrative frame. At times it's dense 
and sluggish, too much like a novel. But 
there is some exhilaration to be had from 
Nair's sincere interested in Hudson's 
character, who is appealing but hung up 
by grief over a previous relationship. In 
the richest moment, she offends her new 
suitor with a naively exploitative art proj¬ 
ect—she calls it an expression of love; 
he says it's defamation—and he stuns 
himself with the cruelty of his response. 
Thus the central arc is a function not just 
of sadly expected post-9/11 affronts— 
the airport strip search, the tire slashing, 
the colleagues getting nervous about his 
beard—but of doomed romance, with 
a vision of America that's all the more 
alluring for being so tragically stunted.

SCARY MOVIE V Picking up a mere seven 
years after the previous installment. 
Scary Movie I/features no original 
cast members, no Wayans broth¬ 
ers producing (they bailed after 
No. 3) and a new director (first- 
timer Malcolm D. Lee). It's still 
terrible. For an alleged comedy, 
it's remarkably laugh-free; as 
insta-parody, it already feels 
dated (Inception references?). 
Some observations: I'd wager all 
the gold from The Italian Job there 
are more laughs in the Pain & Gain 
trailer than are to be had in the whole 
Scary Movie franchise. The appear¬ 
ances of the movie's guest stars almost 
perfectly mirrors the descending order 
of the squandered potential of their 
prior acting careers: Charlie Sheen, 
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OLDTIMES,THEY ARE NOT FORGOTTEN 


Mississippi Goddamn 

A G. Ray Kerciu exhibit does justice to the artist’s early radicalism— 

but leaves you wanting more

T he current status of political art is 
a dreary one, with too many artists 
lacking the acumen or the Zeitgeist 
awareness to create work that says any¬ 
thing about how we live right now It hap¬ 
pens, of course—it follows that sweeping 
statements similar to the one I just made 
will be contradicted immediately after 
making them—but while there are plenty 
of Johnny-Come-Latelys making films 
years after the war is over or commenting 
the month before a Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion is due, the daily grind of making a liv¬ 
ing as an artist and the jaded ambivalence 
about the world outside their individual 
canvases usually takes precedence. 

Consider the retrospective of local art¬ 
ist G. Ray Kerciu at Cal State Fullerton’s 
Begovich Gallery as a hard, sharp-elbow- 
to-the-ribs reminder that it doesn’t have to 
be that way Curated with an even hand by 
Concepcion Rodriguez and gallery direc¬ 
tor Mike McGee, the show displays much 
not inspired by political events, but the 
work that is there feels immediate, even 50 
years later. 

According to Peter Clothier’s thought¬ 
ful essay in the fine catalog accompanying 
the show, Kerciu’s social conscience was 
pricked while watching body bags being 
loaded onto transport planes during a 
stint in the Air Force. When the Korean 
War ended, he took advantage of the 
G.I. Bill, studied and created art, focus¬ 
ing on abstract painting and minimalist 
sculpture. After graduation, he accepted 
a teaching gig at the University of Missis¬ 
sippi in 1962, the same year black student 
James Meredith sued to be admitted 
to the whites-only campus. Meredith 
won his case, getting the education he 
deserved and drawing the ire of various 
racist groups who tried to stop him. 

Kerciu’s reaction to the violence and 
hatred was several paintings that com¬ 


prise his “Mississippi Series,” a fiery 
deconstruction of the Confederate fiag on 
red, yellow and orange backgrounds that 
suggest burning revolution. Sometimes 
accompanied by painted/stenciled racist 
comments that the artist heard on campus, 
the work is a blunt combination of journal¬ 
ism and art, with provocative titles such as 
Never (1962), America the Beautiful (1962) 
and Ignore the Nigger With Vigor (1962). 
The solo show got the artist arrested for 
desecrating the Southern Cross and won 
him the admiration of Malcolm X and an 
invitation to exhibit in New York. 

Half a century later, the paintings aren’t 
dated in the slightest. After daylong wait¬ 
ing lines for black voters in the South dur¬ 
ing the previous presidential election and 
the recent Heritage Foundation’s use of 
data from a white nationalist to try to sty¬ 
mie immigration reform, how could they? 

Less visceral than the “Mississippi” 
paintings, on the wall opposite is Kerciu’s 
“USA Series” of acrylic on masonite 1960s 
icons (Elijah Muhammad, the Kennedys, 
MLK, Jimmy Hoffa). Featuring basic pri¬ 
mary colors and black-and-white images, 
the work has the rough-hewn feel of a 
punk-concert flier’s collage cut-ups, but 
predates them by more than a decade. 

Kerciu declined to be a one-trick pony 
and turned his back on social commentary 
work (while still participating on a personal 
level as an anti-war activist), moving on to 
different mediums and obsessions, such as 
glass work, obelisks, more sculpture, painted 
landscapes, pyramids. I admire any artist 
who strives to move into something differ¬ 
ent from what they’re comfortable with 
or are established at, but I have to admit to 
missing the narrative of the earlier pieces. 
Finely curated as it might be, the rest of his 
work doesn’t have the frisson of the “Missis¬ 
sippi Series” or “USA Series,” and feels as if 
the artist is just fine-tuning his skill set. 


As the artist heads into his 80s and is 
boldly painting what are essentially large 
tombstones, I find his pyramid work 
repetitive and the nearby mountainous 
landscapes just as dull. His seascapes and 
much of his work in other disciplines, 
however, burst with life: In Untitled (trip¬ 
tych) from 2007, the thick acrylic waves 
punch through a calm sea as though tears 
in blue paper. The tripod of thick glass 
that is 1993’s Untitled, with its melted lay¬ 
ers atop the legs, resembles a translucent, 
living thing fished out of the ocean; the 
excitingBzVd (1975), only three pieces and 
9 inches of in-flight beauty, is an aesthetic 
dream. His mathematical approach to 3-D 
geometric sculptures hanging on the walls 
suggests amazing, if slightly impractical, 
bookshelves by M.C. Escher. 

But it’s the artist’s recent, extraordinary 
“Tower Series” that shines the most: Deli¬ 
cate as the filament of a bird’s wing, the 
DNA ladders of the wooden sculptures 
rise, twist and embrace each other as 
they reach for the sky. The subtle gallery 
lighting accents the work’s shadows, with 
the ridges, lines and curves creating yet 
another, tangential work of art. 

Arms outstretched or boldly jabbing a 
point into God’s eye? Never satisfied with 
the artistic status quo, Kerciu has clearly 
done both throughout his career. Here’s to 
whatever his next discipline may be—but 
also hoping he takes a look back and com¬ 
ments on what he sees out there, beyond 
his studio.

A s a stylist, LaTanya Maassarani is 
crazy about fashion, scouting the 
latest trends and piecing together chic 
ensembles for clients and photo shoots. 

"I love the futuristic look, things that are 
out of this world," she says. "These days. 

I'm really into stripes, studs and spikes." 

What makes her job unique? All of her 
styling follows Islamic dress code. The 
31-year-old is one of the creative forces 
behind Tustin-based Nahda Designs (www. 
nahdadesigns.com), a Muslim online cloth¬ 
ing brand for women looking for modest yet 
fashionable apparel. The label focuses on 
lightweight headscarves and skirts designed 
by Suraya Mahumed and Zaynab Zaid. 

Like many Muslim women who grew 
up in the United States, Maassarani found 
shopping to be a challenge. Some of the 
more traditional clothing were either too 
elegant for everyday wear or made her 
"look like an old lady," and she couldn't 
simply pick up something at the mall. 

"Everything was too tight or short or very 
sheer," she says. "I'd have to go to multiple 
stores and search and search and search 
to find clothes that were longer. It's not that 
we don't like style. We just need to cover 
more." Muslim women dress modestly for 
many reasons, including protection. "Any¬ 
thing of value, you would put in a safe and 
lock it," Maassarani explains. 

Today, many local shops fill the void. 
Nahda Designs is part of a growing crop 
of Muslim fashion labels in Orange County, 
home to the second-largest Muslim popu¬ 
lation in the U.S. There's Vela in Fountain 
Valley, Mohajababes in Irvine, and Marena 
y Sol in Newport Beach, all of which cater 
to modern Muslim girls—or, as some like to 
call themselves, "hijabistas." 

Nahda scarves come in either cotton 
silk or eco-friendly cotton jersey, and all 
are offered in a variety of vibrant colors and 
patterns. (Maassarani says the scarves are 
popular with non-Muslims, too—many gals 
wrap them around their chests as though 
bras.) The company was recently a finalist in 
the first American Hijab Design Contest, held 
last month in Chicago. This year, they're tak¬ 
ing on a charitable project to help widows, 
orphans and the poor.

Hungry, Hungry Heroes 

Jimmy Eat World return for another bite of the alt-rock apple

A fter a band have been together 

with the same lineup for nearly 20 
years, it’s understandable (even 
expected) they’d lose some of the vigor 
that defined their salad days. But that’s not 
the case with Jimmy Eat World, who have 
been together since their teens. 

Ahead of its eighth studio album. Dam¬ 
age, which drops on June 11, the Mesa, 
Arizona, natives have returned to the small 
clubs in the musical outposts of their home 
state, in cities such as Casa Grande, Wicken- 
burg and Flagstaff, to showcase the band’s 
new material. Not that it was necessary, but 
playing these rooms that hold no more than 
a few hundred people has reinvigorated the 
band and given them a greater appreciation 
for what they’ve accomplished. 

“These are places where a lot of bands 
don’t play and that we haven’t played 
before,” guitarist Tom Linton explains. 

“We played in a really small place in Yuma, 
and it was a totally different experience to 
be playing those rooms that were so small 
and hot. It reminded us of our start.” 

In the summer of 2012, Jimmy Eat World 
headed to Los Angeles to work with pro¬ 
ducer Alain Johannes (Queens of the Stone 
Age, Them Crooked Vultures) on Damage, 
which was a shift from how they’d done 
things on their previous two, when they 
would send tracks back and forth with a 
producer as they developed. The band have 
said on Twitter that they benefited from 
working with Johannes on a daily basis, that 
it gave the project the spark it needed, just 
because everyone was in the same room. 

“There was so much new stuff we did, 
but the main thing is that [Johannes] let us 
be ourselves,” Linton says. “There was no 
filter since all of us had the same goal in 
making a really good record.” 

The themes tackled by singer/lyricist 
Jim Adkins are unlike anything the group 
have worked on before. The band leader 
has been quoted as saying that the songs 
that comprise the album are inspired by 
the struggle of adult relationships. 

Jimmy Eat World’s third album, 1999’s 
Clarity, has morphed from discarded 
afterthought into contemporary classic. 
Granted, this is a classic piece of revision¬ 
ist history; the band are now considered 
one of the forefathers of the emo move¬ 
ment that spawned countless angst-ridden, 
teenage garage bands. But the album’s lack 
of commercial success got them dropped 
by Capitol Records. However, Clarity was 
the album with which Jimmy Eat World 
began to find its voice. 

Clarity may have built them a core fan 
base, but it was 2001’s Bleed American that 
smashed in the proverbial front door. Jimmy 
Eat World became the subjects of a bidding 
war between labels that suddenly expressed 
an interest in their music. The album was a 
critical and commercial success; they landed 
on mainstream rock radio on the strength 


of the title track, “Sweetness” and “The 
Middle” (their biggest single). 

“It was the right place at the right time,” 
Linton says. “There were a couple of ones 
that people really liked and still like. It’s 
pretty crazy that when we play those 
songs—those are the ones the crowd reacts 
to the most.” 

Twenty years in, Linton says that he and 
his band mates often talk about how far 
they’ve come. They’re still passionate about 
writing and playing music together, which 
has allowed them to solider on while many 
of their contemporaries have disappeared. 

“The main thing is that we were all 
friends before starting the band,” the gui¬ 
tarist says. “Jim and Zach have known each 
other since preschool, and I’ve known Rick 
since we were 12. We started playing really 
early and among friends. Making music 
with people you really like helps you have 
fun and keeps it going as long as it has.” 

As for the immediate future, Jimmy Eat 
World will be hitting the road in support of 


Damages. Their first major show will be at 
KROQ’S Weenie Roast in Irvine, followed 
by a stop in San Diego before heading to 
Europe in June, then playing North Amer¬ 
ica through the end of the summer. 

Sure, when a band have been together 
uninterrupted as long as Jimmy Eat World 
have, it would be easy to phone in an 
album or show from time to time. But they 
manage to stay motivated and continue to 
play before huge crowds while releasing 
music they are proud of. Not bad for four 
kids from Mesa.

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Muckraking Rapper 

Is Killer Mike the perfect link between 
Dr. Dre and Dr. King?

F or Atlanta rapper Killer Mike, it 
has never been just about hip- 
hop. It has never been about 
preaching rhetoric over a beat. But 
his sharp-tongued lyrics and booming 
baritone carry enough ferocity to scare 
your social consciousness 
wide awake. It’s a style that’s 
both refreshingly informed 
and effortlessly gangsta. 

Considering the his large 
profile boost in the past 
year—thanks to immaculate 
skills and invaluable co-signs 
from fellow A-Town rappers 
including T.I. and Big Boi— 
most of that proletariat anger 
should have subsided a bit. 

But the rapper born Michael 
Render says the struggle to 
keep his life simple is con¬ 
stantly being threatened by 
the Powers That Be. 

‘T just want to be free to 
smoke weed, go to strip clubs 
with my wife, not have to 
double pay on business taxes, 
and have low property taxes,” 
the 38-year-old says. “My 
wants and needs are basic, 
but there are things every day, 

[and] I feel the assault—the 
assault on my personal free¬ 
dom, the assault on my ability 
to make commerce in a capi¬ 
talistic system—and I use rap 
to rant about that.” 

There is no better example of this 
merging of his activist attitude and 
vivid flows than his sixth full-length 
album, 2012’s R.A.P. Music, especially 
its lead track, “Untitled”: “You are wit-

nessing elegance in the form of a black 
elephant/smoking white rhino on ter- 
races/Will I die slain like my king by a 
terrorist?/Will my woman be Coretta/ 
take my name and cherish it?” 

The passion and frustration tied to his 
roots as a longtime community activist 
drives him to put his message on record. 
“Some artists rap about the stuff that 
makes them feel good, and the stuff that 
doesn’t, they ignore. I rap about the stuff 
that pisses me off, and with politics, on a 
daily basis, there’s something that pisses 
me off,” he says, laughing. 

Since he was 9 years old. Render has 
been rapping in some capacity. He grew 
up with a high-quality civics education 


in the classroom and a musical educa¬ 
tion courtesy of such early gangsta-rap 
forefathers as Scarface, Dr. Dre and Ice 
Cube. At 15, he started working as a com¬ 
munity organizer in his native Atlanta, 
and he continues that work now. 


Render is motivated to keep speak¬ 
ing about race and society through his 
music because, he says, he sees hip-hop 
becoming more and more subservi¬ 
ent to the will of corporations who 
own a stake in what artists say and do. 
And that’s not exactly something his 
pedigree will allow. “My grandmother 
was an organizer and marched with 
Dr. King,” he says. “For me, being an 
activist is what I... am supposed to 
be doing. I am called to a duty that’s 
before and higher than rap, and that’s 
to represent my community.” 

After a decade in hip-hop, he believes 
there’s more to be accomplished and 
newer creative heights to reach. 

“If you climb one mountain, and 
you’re standing at the peak of that 
mountain, and you’re looking out, you’re 
going to see one of two things,” he 
says. “You’re going to see a valley to go 
back and rest in, or you’re going to see 
another mountain you want to climb, 
and I’m not ready to rest yet.”

P lenty of young bands rely on the use 
of video projection in their set to make 
their performance feel artsy and unique. 
Sadly, the simple act of rolling a moody, 
art-house film behind them onstage tends 
to feel either extremely emo or pitifully 
forced. But on a recent Monday night, MT. 
OSSA's commitment to elevate their visual 
performance actually left us feeling, well, 
pretty high. 

In front of a full crowd at the Echo in LA, 
the South OC natives actually seemed to 
disappear in a flickering flurry of homespun 
images. Blizzards of sparkling silver shards 
on a white screen melted seamlessly into 
crashing. Technicolor waves and psycho¬ 
tropic cartoon footage from the '70s. Each 
frame is edited by the band and scored to 
fit their layers of woozy R&B and rippling 
pools of vocal delay. In short—these guys 
know what the hell they're doing. 

"We've always been into a lot of colors 
and the brightness of everything," says 
drummer Tony Tancredi. "We want people 
to feel that when they see us. We want 
them to see the whole picture when we're 
playing live." 

It's a sentiment they've made sure to 
inject into the video for "Love Jam," the 
lead single from their forthcoming album. 
Homework Machine. Spliced between 
the story of a burlesque dancer's audi¬ 
tion gone horribly wrong, Tancredi and 
fellow band members Richard Theisen, 
Johnny Wilson, and twins Jordan and 
Adam Sabolick huddled together with 
their instruments, mimicking their head¬ 


bobbing, rainbow-slathered live show. 

The camera closed in on lead vocalist 
Theisen during the song's hypnotic refrain: 
"I haven't been in love for three years, and 
everything's been just fine this far/People 
wondering just where I went, 'cause I ain't 
been around." There's some truth in the 
last line, as the band were actually avoid¬ 
ing the local scene throughout the record¬ 
ing of their debut album. 

Instead, they spent the bulk of their 
time holed up in a four-bedroom house 
in Mission Viejo. It was on a huge green 
plot of land, with a spare apartment and a 
garage that serves as a studio jam room. 
During that time, Tancredi says, more than 
30 friends stayed at the house on various 
occasions. "It's been a big part of our 
lives for a few years now," he says. "It 
takes people in and spits them out better 
than they were before." On March 1, the 
house spat out a new band with a full set 
list and a name taken from Jordan's previ¬ 
ous solo project. 

A mission to test out the new material 
has them filling their summer calendar, 
including a few key OC gigs, such as the 
one this Thursday at Detroit Bar and OC 
Weekly's Summerfest on June 9, plus an 
opening slot for rock legend Todd Rund- 
gren on July 8. It's quite a come-up for 
a local band barely out of the gate. But 
Tancredi explains it as though it were 
enviously simple: "All I did was email his 
people about the gig, and they got back 
to us saying Todd was into it and loved 
the sound." 

That whole notion of "going for it" and 
taking chances is something you've got to 
respect about this band, no matter what 
sound they're touting. It's the kind of moxie 
that helped develop mutual relationships 
with comrades such as psych-pop outfit 
Wildcat! Wildcat! and Louisiana bands 
Gashcat and Ghostfoot (whom they'll be 
playing with at Detroit bar this week). 

While a new band starting out has much 
more of a mountain to climb, MT. OSSA 
know it'll all be worth it when they get to 
the top, wherever that might be.
